'And \ That this Cotjudtion is the more obſervable, becauſe it-ſalls ont but ſeldond, * 
which is once Ly almoſt 800 Years, which is.to be underſtoog thus; 'viz. that in ſomething 
leſs than 800 Years, that is in 794 Years, 133 Days atid i6 Hours, theſe Planets complear 
a Revolution of al the Triplicitics, and if- ſo, then this muſt be the 7th Conjuntion from the 
begſhning of the World, it being about 5685 Years ſince the Creation, which may then be 

a Subatical Conjunttion, and abo it has been obſerved by Hiforiographers, and Afre- 
+ wh that theſe great and notable Carjuniiens did always precede ſome notable and eminent 

utations dr ſtrange Cataftrophies in the World, as before the-Coming of our Saviour, &c. 
all which were rved to happen in the Trigon, particularly m. the fiery Sign Leo, 
and ſo about 800 Years hence we muſt expect the Conjunion of theſe two "ade 
in this Trigon and Sign again, they running through all the Triplicities ia that ſpace of time, 
and note, thatthey continue in one Triplicity near 200 Years, making 16 Conjanttions in one 
Triplicity or Trigon,. ſo that once in twenty Years they make their Conjun#ionin fuch Signs 
a$arc in trine to one another.
